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Ths act of blocking the recruitin'? functions of the C.I.A, 
is an act of civil disobedience. It is an act based not on a 
disregard but on a supreme respect for civil liberties : a 
respect which demands the right of free speech, free assembly, 
active dissent, and in defense of these freedoms, civil dis- 
obedience, It is an act of individual conscience which demands 
an end to the activities of the C.I.A. and to the continuing 
cold war philosophy of which it is a part.
